The Gladiolus today ranks in premier position of the spring-flowering 
bulbs. The demand for the flowers in early spring months has led to 
the florist forcing them from April to June, planting them largely among 
carnations and enjoying a double crop out of the house. 

To extend the flowering season they should be planted successively 
in batches from January, care being taken not to havea too high 
temperature for early forcing—s5o degrees at night and 60 degrees during 
the day is considered best. It requires from 10 to 12 weeks to bring 
the Gladiolus into bloom. Many florists plant them in flats in April 
and remove to coldframe when they have made roots about I inch 
long; in this way they get flowers about a month in advance of those 
planted in the open. 

Mulch and water liberally, when well advanced in growth, but during 
early stages only when dry and then only sparingly.
